Cesar Dal Pino, who contributed $17,- 
000 to a pool for the purchase of 
whisky from the Sibley warehouse, is 
still waiting for a refund. He and 
the others watched the truck depart 
fr. the warehouse, under the watch- 
ful eyes of big hearted policemen, and 
learned later that the truck load had 
bec" stolen. 


How Big Seizure Was Made. 


The seizure of the eighty-one cases 
was made at the Continental warehouse 
at 434 West Twelfth place. This is in 
the Maxwell street district, in which 
an exceptional number of liquor rob- 
beries have been reported lately. Maj. 
Dalrymple estimated last night that 
$500,000 worth of whisky had been 
‘reported stolen in this district during 
the last year. 

The information that led to the raid 
came from Stephen K. Healy, in 
charge of the American Railway Ex- 
press company’s secret service. 

Healy had seen two policemen in 
an automobile hanging around the 
warehouse, and notified the authori- 
ties. Maj. Dalrymple and his men, 
Chief Garrity, Lieut. John Naughton, 
Sergt. Chris Sloier, and other police- 
men found Detective Frank Welling 
and Henry Zadeck of Maxwell street. 
They said they had been sent by Capt. 
William Russel to investigate the re- 


house had been bound and gagged and 
150 cases of liquor stolen. 


_ Find Truck Lean of Liquor. 

The detectives in the automobile had 
gone, but a two ton truck belonging to 
the W. F. Kelly Teaming company con- 
taining seventy cases of liquor was 
being unloaded. Nearby was an auto. 
mobile. 

The liquor was marked “ For Michael 
J. Clancy.” It was sold by Grommes & 
Ullrich and contained the government 
stamp. Dalrymple explained that 
Clancy had purchased 4,000 cases from 
Grommes & Ullrich and 150 barrels. He 
had stored them in Walsh’s warehouse. 
But 300 cases disappeared from there. 
Dalrymple’s men had found, through 
Stephen K. Healy, that 180 cases had 
been shipped by the American Railway 
Express and 200 cases had reached the 
hands of,a boot-egger. Clancy ex- 
plained he had been robbed. He had 
obtained permission to transfer his 
liquor to the Continental warehouse in 
Twelfth place. | 

Take Men Into Custody. 

? ‘There didn’t seem to be any explana- 
tion for the load of Clancy’s stock on 
the truck. The driver, Joseph Katow, 
was held. Likewise the platform men, 
Albert Levinson and Louis Radlich. 

Then the automobile was examined. 
It held eleven cases marked in the same 
way as that on the truck. It was the 
automobile of H.-A. Bryner of Spring- 
field, who was present with Martin Kil- 
cummings of 128 East Forty-second 


street. 

Bryner said he had bought his 
whisky in June, 1919, had purchased it 
ir. bulk and bottled it himself, and had 
come up from Springfield with it that 
very day to put it in the warehouse. 
He could not explain, however, why it

UNITE TO EXPLOIT 
OIL CONCESSIONS 


Washingto#, D. C., July 28.—[By the 
Associated Press.J—-France and Great 
Britain, accordin gto information reach- 
ing Washington tonight from an 
authoritative source, have ‘concludec 
an agreement in connection with oil 
supplies designed to secure interna- 
tional codperation, and to eliminate 
competition which might give rise to 
friction between them. 

The provisions of the agreement, it 
is understood, extend to all countries 
where the oil interests of the two 
nations can be usefully united or might 
be in conflict. The agreement dedls 
specifically with the French and Brit- 
ish crown colonies, and provides for 
codperation in connection with com- 
mercial c@ncession to develop oil wells 
in Roumania, Asia Minor, Galicia and 
the territories of the old Russian em- 
pire. There also is a proviso permit- 
ting extension to other countries.

VIVID PICTURE 
‘OF THE RETREAT 


Cables Details of 
‘Masses in Flight. 


Floyd P. Gibbons, chief of The 
Tribune’s European bureau, was sent 
from Paris to the Polish frontier to re- 
port the Bolshevist war. Three cables 
from him reached Chicago last night 
depicting in vivid style the rout of the 
Poles — soldiers and noncombatants 
of homeless refugees in retreat; and 
covering Bolshevik tactics to get as far 
as possible into Poland before the 
armistice begins. | 

The earliest of the three dispatches 
comes from Sokolka, 30 miles north of 
Bialystok on the Russo-Polish frontier. 
It was written last Sunday. It follows:

Dayton, O., July 28.—[{Special.J— 
Those who are expecting Gov. James 
M. Cox, Democratic presidential nom- 
inee, to take a bold stand in his accept- 
ance speech for raising the alcoholic

ernor expressed the belief that if he 
dealt with the prohibition question at 
all in his acceptance speecnm it would 
be only in a most general way. 

| Voters Must Decide. 

_ The governor, they say, takes the po- 
sition that the eighteenth amendment 
is fastened in the bedrock of the consti- 
tution. A “dry” congress passed the 
Volstead act, which forbids the sale 
of liquor containing more than one- 
half of 1 per cent alcohol. The Su- 
preme court has upheld the right of 
congress to specify just what is “ in- 
toxicating liquor.” 

Gov. Cox is expected thicughout the 
campaign to take the position that the 
control of congress is in the hands of 
the people and that if the voters desire 
they can elect “ wets” and change the 
law. The nearest he is going to come 
to being “wet” is to leave it to the 
imagination that he wouldn’t veto a 
liberalization of the Volstead act if it 
comes to him from congress. | 

‘Part of Speech Late. 

The governor let it be known to- 
day that one section of his speech is 
going to be late. It won't go out to the 
newspapers along with the main ad- 
vance copy. It will have to be teie- 
graphed to the newspapers later on as 
an insert to the address. 

This led.to the belief among some 
that the “insert” related to the league 
of nations and that the governor was 
going to submit it to White House 
ecrutiny before he gave it to the pub- 
lic. It was authoritatively said, how- 
ever, that the “insert” would not deal 
with the league. : 

Message from Christiansen. 

The governor received another. tele- 
gram from Perley P. Christiansen of 
Salt Lake City, Farmer-Lehor nominee 
for the presidency. Mr. Christiansen 
said he intended to make every effort 
to secure the release of Eugene V. 
Debs from prison and added that he 
“ has not lost hope of bringing the pres- 
ident to see the tyranny involved in the 
imprisonment of Debs.” Gov. Cox siid 
he would reply to Mr. Christiansen 
after he completes his acceptarce 
speech.

HARVEST FIELDS 


Ex-Yanks and College 
Men Farm Workers. 


BY ARTHUR M. EVANS. 

_ Hastings, Neb., July 28.—This year 
I. W. W.-ism has practically vanished 
from the harvest fields of Kansas and 
Nebraska. Radicals and disturbers 
who formerly were a source of great 
trouble to the farmers were driven out 
before they began their work, and in 
this house cleaning the ex-service men 
were the ‘great factor. 

At labor distributing points ‘the 
American Legion opened “ harvest bil- 
jets” to take care of the thousands of 
hands as they poured into the state. In 
Hutchinson, for instance, the legion 
opened the convention hall and put in 
cots, writing tales, and offered baths 
and recreat.on places for the men. The 
“jungle,” as the “ wobblies” used to 
term the old conditions under which 
the harvest hands generally lived, dis- 
appeared and never were the men so 
well taken care of. It removed the dis- 
content which the radicals in former 
years found such a fertile field for their | 
preachings of unrest. 

Ex-Yanks Harvest Hands. 

Also the “floating army” this time 
is made up of a finer class of workers 
than usual. At least one-half of them 
are former service men. Many are 
farmhands from adjoining states who 
came in for the rush season. Many 
are college boys and a large number 
are men who went from the farm to the 


cities and are now beating it back to 


nature. The farmers still are talking 


of it. 

“Kansas never had such a fine 
bunch of harvest lads before,” said a 
large operator at Great Bend. “ This 
time 90 per cent used their forks. In 
other years 90 per cent used their 
knives and it used to be an army of 
sword swallowers. A small thing, but 
it tells the story.” One town had a 


. squad from a state university an¢ they 


had their glee club with them.” 

“Yes,” said a farmer at Wilson, 
flipping the same train of thought. 
“And many of the society men and 
college boys are now ambitious to be-, 
come farmers. The farm is now Sstart-' 


_ ing a counter drain against the city.” 


No Labor Shortage. 


Along the 220 mile stretch between ; 


Great’ Bend, Kas., and Hastings, Neb., 
the farmers do not appear to have suf- 
fered much from the general exodus 
of men from the farms to the cities. 
In every hamlet, inquiry brought forth 
indications that many men have re- 
turned, a year or two in the factories 
having been sufficient for them. 

As the chariot drove into Sylvan 
Grove, Kas., six farmers were accosted 
on the street. 

“Waall,” drawled the spokesman, 
“Some of our boys go and some of 
them come back. If they are natural 
farmers, they soon get their fill of the, 
artificial life of the cities. And the} 
motor car has given the country boy! 
all the advantages of companionship 
and accessibility to the outside world, 
the lack of which used to gririd his 
soul in the old days.” 

Hiréd Man Buys Farm. 

“ Yes,” said another, “and the farmer 
keeps more of his boys than do other 
fathers. How many doctors’ sons study 
medicine? How man minjsters’ sons’ 
become ministers? That’s a good ques- | 
= for some of these professors who 

worrying about the farmer boy 
and the city. Out here we keep most 
of them.” 

At Vesper three farmers were talking 
on oil.
